Descretion of 
Court in New 
Trials Favored 


Little Rock, April 29 — (If)— 
The 


matter of granting or refusing new 
trials because of newly-discovered 
evidence is entirely within the dis- 
cretion of trial courts, the Arkan- 
sas Supreme court ruled today. 
Th ruling was contained in an 


opinion by Chief Justice 
Griffin 
Smith affirming a life sentence for 
J. M. Pinson assessed in Craig- 
head circuit court (Lake City dis- 
trict) for the shotgun slaying 
of 


Charles Shelton last October. 
Pinson had sought reversal on 
rounds that statements made by 
Shelton after the shooting and be- 
fore death were inadmissible as 
dying declarations; 
there should 


have been an instructed verdict and 
the court erred by not granting a 
new trial. 
The Supreme court ruled 
that 
Shelton was aware of approaching 
death when making his statements 
cat-od. On the motion for new trial, 
concerning the shooting thus put-

in the category of 
"deathbed" declarations, that an
